HOME TOWN 

In the smoking co'mpartment of a 
Pullman not very long ago, a man 
told his travelers a great many 

good things about his home town. In¬ 
deed, so many, that one of his fel¬ 
low travelers thought he would visit 
that town and, if he found it as rep¬ 
resented, would move his business! 
there. In due season the traveler did 
visit that town and on returning to 
his city office observed that the repre¬ 
sentative of the town whom he had 
met on the train “had drawn on his 
imagination tremendously.” He may 
have and he may not h: f»—it all de¬ 
fends on the viewpoint. To the resi¬ 
dent it may have been an ideal town; 
to the stranger it may have lacked 
many things which he regarded as es¬ 
sential. To the resident?, substantial 
well to do people living in comfort¬ 
able homes with plenty of breathing! 
space about them, having gardens and 
shrubbery, with a community center 
building, and just enough industry to 
give opportunity for livelihood, it may 
have been desirable. On the other 
hand, its unpaved streets, lack of 
street cars, theatres, and so on; may 
have stamped the town to the city 
man as undesirable for home or busi¬ 
ness. The one Jived there, perhaps all 
his life; while the other could only ex 
ist there'without the excitements and 
pleasures to which he had been accus¬ 
tomed, though in the great city where 
he lived he did not know even his 
next door neighbor. But beyond 

these things they may have been oth¬ 
er reasons, and one of them may be 
this—the resident had helped make 
the town what it is; the other had no 
sentiment in the matter whatsoever, 
simply a cold calculated estimate. 
Men who create take pride in their 
creations. Good home-makers are gen¬ 
erally good town-makers,because they 
want good homes in good fowns. 
They have public spirit, civic pride, 
and loyalty, because, when men work 
together for the common good they 
stick together for greater progress. 
Men in small towns know what they 
have accomplished; those who live in 
large cities have to guess at what 
they have done—too many find little 
opportunity to do anything, so engros¬ 
sed are they with their own private 
business. There's a reasoh why the 
one has sentiment while the other has 
none. Of course, in all towns as well 
as in all cities there are men who can 
talk biggest when they are away from 
home where they are not known. 
Generally these are men who shirk 
duty and dodge responsibility, never 
contributing as they should to com¬ 
munity progress. There are, too, in 
both towns and cities men who will 
not go along unless they can see some 
special personal benefit to accrue 
from the efforts they are asked to 
make. Some one has said, it takes all 
kinds of people to make a world, and 
this Is true of cities and towns which 
go to make up the world. But in spite 
of all this it still remains a fact that 
a man’s home town, the town that he 
has helped to make, to develop, and 
to beautify, is to him all he thinks it 
is. To others to whom lie may be de¬ 
scribing it, he may seem to draw on 
his imagination; to the man who has 
no sentiment he may seem to be over- 
enthusiastic, but really he isn’t. 
Home towns; Let’s have more of 
them; men from home towns, more of 
them. The country needs both.

He for¬ 
gets that wars can be prevented abso¬ 
lutely by all countries conscripting 
all wealth as well as manhood in time 
of war. 

A LESSON IN FINANCE 

Great Britain has to meet maturing 
debt bonds to the amount of i'265.000, 
000 (say $1,325,000,000) in this year 
of grace 1927! This in addition to 
her costly maintenance requirements, 
and to her payment of half a million 
dollars a day to the United States! 
British financiers are accustomed to 
manipulate huge amounts, and have 
their plans all made to meet this hig 
bill, by issuing a consolidation loan, 
to bear four per cent interest. 

READY TO INVEST HERE 

Js Canada a safe country to invest 
in ? American life insurance com¬ 
panies think so. They own $261,000,- 
000 of Canadian government bonds 
and have over $350,000,000 invested in 
the country in all. They increased 
their investment in Canada by $32,000 
000 in one year, 1925. Of course, 
many of these companies do business 
in Canada and are required by law 
and convenience, as well as by exped¬ 
iency to invest their Canadian reserv¬ 
es largely in this country. Yet the in¬ 
vestments of American life insurante 
companies in Canada are practically | 
double their legal reserves against 
Canadian business. The percentage of 
investments to reserves against Cana¬ 
dian business was 181.9 per cent, at 
the end of 1925 as against 119.7 per 
cent for their business as a whole— | 
Financial Post. 

RELIGION AND DEBTS 

There sometimes seems to be an in¬ 
verse ratio between the amount of re¬ 
ligion a man professes and the 
promptness with which that man 
meets his obligations in a business 
way. One of Cardston’s prominent 
business men last week remarked that 
some men use their religion as a cloak 
to hide behind to avoid meeting their 
honest debts. Not that this business 
man had any objections to a man pro¬ 
fessing religion. Other things being 
equal, a strong religious sentiment is 
to be preferred. But when, as certain 
ly seems to be the case, if one looks j 
over the delinquent accounts at many] 
of our stores and business houses, and 
see thosusands of dollars owing by 
men, who, in other things seem to be 
so sincere, then one wonders just the 
purpose of all this pretense. For it 
must be pretense. No man can be 
truly religious and disregard his fin¬ 
ancial obligations. Nothing so tests 
a man as the way he meets his debts. 
When he avoids them or uses his 
means, pledged before hand to pay a j 
debt, and spends it in other channels j 
without even consulting or interview¬ 
ing his creditors, thereris something 
mighty dishonorable about the whole 
transaction, and that man’s religious) 
activities appear in a false light, and | 
his words are as “sounding brass^and j 
tinkling cymbals.’’—Cardston News,

THE KING S ENGLISH 

Who should speak the King’s Eng¬ 
lish correctly if not the man who is 
someday to be himself the King? Yet 
an Englishman of letters, Mr. St.John 
Eh vine, has ventured to criticize in 
print the way in which the Prince of 
Wales pronounces his words. In a re¬ 
cent address made at Oxford, the 
very sanctuary of cultivated speech, 
he committed, says Mr. Ervine, these 
offences: He pronounced the t in “of¬ 
ten,” he said “acoostics” and “die-reo* 
tion,” he accented the first syllable in 
“illustrate” and “pursuit,” and twice 
he said “laboratory.” The Prince is 
not without much good company in 
some ofthe locutions, though others 
seeni to he the result of personal ec¬ 
centricity. We have never heard any 
one else put the accent on the first syl 
lable of “pursuit” and few, if any, 
who put it on the first syllable of .“di¬ 
rection,” though some poisons are ov¬ 
er careful to sound i therein with dis¬ 
tinctness. As for “of-tem,” it is com¬ 
mon enough, though none of the dic¬ 
tionaries allow it, and it is usually in 
the months of those who think they 
are called to reform the language be¬ 
speaking it, as it is printed and not as 
it is spoken. However, our little coun¬ 
sellor, the Oxford Dictionary (volume 
VII) admits that the t is often sound¬ 
ed in the south of England, and in 
singing. Perhaps the .Prince is mere¬ 
ly in advance of the dictionaries. His 
authority may help to make “of-ten” 
the correct usage. 

So with “illustrate.” There Is n-> 
doubt that it was formerly stressed 
on the second syllable. 'The diction¬ 
aries still prefer that pronunciation, 
but they recognize illustrate as well. 
Mr! Fowler, who has written a stand¬ 
ard work on the English speech, says 
the latter form is gradually winning 
its way and is “now general.” Ver¬ 
dict: the Prince is as nearly right as 
Mr. E rvine and is acquitted on this 
account of the indictment. 

The best usuage supports “akows- 
tic” as the pronunciation of "acous¬ 
tic.” Probably the Prince likes the 
sound of the softer vow-el; so do a 
good many other people, though not 
enough of them to make their pronun¬ 
ciation accepted by the dictionary- 
makers. As for laboratory, it is clear¬ 
ly wrong, though many persons find 
it awkward’ to pronounce a foul-syl¬ 
lable word on the first syllable wish 
it weren’t. Those who frequent such 
places, generally avoid the difficulty 
by omitting the last three syllables 
entirely. In school buildings and on 
college campuses it is neither lab-ora¬ 
tory nor la-bnr-atory; it is “the lab.” 
Perhaps in the end “lair.” will be the 
real word, manufactured by amputa¬ 
tion. as “mob” has emerged from the 
Latin phrase “mobile vulgus.” Mean¬ 
while we must put a black mnfk 
against the Prince of Wales. He 
shouldn’t have said la-bor-ntory. We 
are surprised at him.—Youth’s Com- 


C0MPENSATI0N ACT 

Rebutting the demand of the Alber¬ 
ta Federation of Labor that compen¬ 
sation for injuied workingmen under 
the Workmen's Compensation Act be 
raised to 100 per cent, of their pay in 
the case of permanent total disability, 
representatives of the Alberta Branch 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ As¬ 
sociation put in a counter demaml re¬ 
cently to the Alberta cabinet that 
such compensation, be reduced to 55 
per cent in stead of the present 62Va 
per cent. Another feature of the 
manufaiturers’ demands was that 
farm laborers be brought within the 
scope of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Art. On this point the demand of the 
manufacturers as presented to the 
cabinet read: 

“The farming industry is acknow¬ 
ledged to be the most important in 
the province. It should, therefore, be 
equally important that those engaged 
in the industry should be protected by 
the government at least as fully as 
the workers in other less important 
industries. E’urther, the risk of in¬ 
jury to farm laborerss is quite as 
great as in the majority of industries 
coming under the act and that indus¬ 
try is as Well able to bear the cost of 
reasonable compensation as are other 
industries. 

In New Jersey all farm labor comes 
within the act. In Ohio, where three 
or more, and Connecticut, where five 
or more employees are engaged in ag¬ 
ricultural pursuits, they come within 
the compensation act. Also, no exem¬ 
ption for farm labor is granted in 
British Columbia and upon applica¬ 
tion of their employers they may come 
under the act in Nova Scotia.” 

In connection with the Alberta Fed- 
oration of Labor's demands for chang¬ 
es in the Factory Act, the manufac¬ 
turers objected strongly to a compul¬ 
sory eight-hour day, to fire escapes on 
two storey buildings, increased penal¬ 
ties under the act, watchmen against 
fire on varnishing operations; trades 
union rates of pay from public funds 
for men employed on relief work; op¬ 
posing any scheme of government 
health insurance as subpeet to abuses 
opposing full holidays with pay for 
workers on polling days in provincial 
elections; objecting to the demand for 
matting on brick or concrete floors as 
impracticable, dangerous and in many 
cases unsanitary.-

PREMIER_AT OTTAWA 

This assurance was given Premier 
J. E. Brownlee of Alberta and a del¬ 
egation of westerners who waited on 
Hon. Charles Stewart, minister of the 
interior on Tuesday. If the provincial 
government decides not to embark up¬ 
on a provincial hydro scheme, the. min¬ 
ister states he would prefer to deal 
direct' with the parties undertaking- 
development, but he promised that 
provincial and municipal interests 
would be fully-safeguarded and that 
the provincial authorities should be 
kept informed of any action taken. 
The conference with the federal gov¬ 
ernment was held in camera. It is 
understood Mr. Brownlee asked that 
the board of railway commissioners be 
urged to give early consideration to a 
revision of freight rates on coal from 
Alberta to Central Canada, so that ev¬ 
idence can be heard and a ruling made 
by the board before the end of the 
present parliamentary session. Mr. 
Brownlee is understood to have urged 
also that when appointments are 
made to' the Vancouver Harbor Board 
an Alberta man be included and ask¬ 
ed for amendment to the Sale of 
Shares Act to give the province great 
er control over companies incorporat¬ 
ed under federal charter* Taxation by 
provinces of vacant soldiers’ settle¬ 
ment line! held by the soldier settle¬ 
ment board, now exempt, was also 
brought up. A delegation of school 
trustees will wait on the government 
soon to urge that schools cannot be 
maintained in some districts unless 
these lands are made taxable. 


WON WORLD HONORS 

Georgy Young, 17-year ojd swim¬ 
ming marvel of Toronto, swam 22 
miles, from Santa Catalina island to 
the California mainland, defeated 100 
of the world’s best swimmers ,and 
won $26,000 offered by William Wrig- 
ley, Jr., as the first swimmer ever to 
cross the San Pedro channel. The of¬ 
ficial time of the Canadian amateur 
champion was 15 hours 45 minutes. 
His average crawl stroke throughout 
was 51 to the minute. The race start¬ 
ed at 11:21 a.m. Saturday and flnish- 
e»i at 3:06 Sunday morning, after all 
the swimmers save Young had given 
up the struggle. Eter Meyer, of Cin¬ 
cinnati, came the closest to emulating 
Young’s unrivalled feat. He was a 
mile and a half from shore when he 
succumber to the cold. Young went 
Into the lead early jn the first stage 
of the marathon, and never was head¬ 
ed after overtaking Norman Ross, of 
Chicago, who was among the van¬ 
guard'at the start. Young took ad¬ 
vantage of currents from the north¬ 
west, and although he covered prob¬ 
ably many miles more than the 22 air 
miles across the channel, he was aid¬ 
ed by the drift of the current. He 
maintained confidence and cheerful¬ 
ness throughout the long grind.

FLEW TO^EDMONTON 

Officials of Local Aerodrome Attend 
Opening of Blatchford Flying Field * 
in Edmonton 


Flight Lieut. Coltis and Flying Of¬ 
ficer Dickens flew from High River to 
Edmonton on Saturday morning Jan¬ 
uary 8th and made the distance of 225 
mjjes in two and one quarter hours. 
The landing of these two aircrafts at 
Edmonton constituted the official op¬ 
ening of the Blatchford Flying Field, 
and to commemorate the event,the twe 
officers as mentioned above, were pre¬ 
sented with silver cigarette cases, 
suitably 'engraved, by the city of Ed¬ 
monton. An interesting feature of 
this flight was the method adopted to 
overcome the difficulties caused by 
the complete' absence of snow at this 
point, ( pecessitating wheels, and the 
large amount of snow at Edmonton, 
ncessitating skis for landing. The 
aircraft left High River aerodrome 
equipped with wheels, and landed on 
the ice of Lake Frankburg, locally 
known as the Big Lake, where a par- 
I ty of mechanics changed the wheels 
I for skis. It was found that the ice 
of the lake permitted the use of eith¬ 
er wheels or skis. 

The Mayor of Edmonton, met the 
flyers officially. The planes will re¬ 
main at Edmonton for a few weeks to 
undergo testing under severe winter 
conditions, and the local officers re¬ 
turned by train to High River. Re¬ 
garding the future possibility and 
conditions of flying in Canada Flight 
Lieutenant Collis .expressed himself 
as follows: Tlfe official opening of 
“The Blatchford Flying Field’’ at Ed¬ 
monton, the first municipal aero¬ 
drome in Canada, constitutes a mile¬ 
stone in the development of civil .avia¬ 
tion in Canada. The foresight and 
wide vision displayed by this city, in 
being pioneer in what will undoubt¬ 
edly develop into a chain of aero¬ 
dromes throughout Canada, has set 
an example which other cities of the 
dominion will he forced to follow in 
the near future. I hope that other 
cities will follow this splendid exam¬ 
ple, and select and preserve suitable 
sites for municipal aerodromes, before 
such sites are built upon. Our neigh¬ 
bors over the border, and the more 
densely populated countries of Europe 
are experiencing great difficulty in 
providing suitable aerodromes near 
their cities, to-cope with the ever in¬ 
creasing air traffic. We in Canada, 
must guard against this danger, and 
select our aerodromes of the future, 
now, while suitable land is available. 

“Now that the city authorities of 
Edmonton have taken the lead, I hope 
that all air force ex-pilots, and others 
interested in the. developing of avia¬ 
tion, will cause to be formed the first 
Canadian Flying Club, that is, the 
Edmonton Flying club. As no doubt 
many of you are aware, such clubs 
exist in Great Britain, and are doing 
splendid work in advancing the inter¬ 
ests of aviation. It will perhaps sur¬ 
prise many to learn that there are 
two-seater aeroplanes manufactured 
in England, with a speed of 75 miles 
an hour" which will fly 20 miles on a 
gallon of gasoline, and which can be 
housed in a garage and require no 
more attention than the average au¬ 
tomobile. Already, in Australia, sev¬ 
eral aircraft of this kind are being 
used by the younger generation of 
farmers, who are covering in a few 
hours, distances which by ground 
transport would take days. How air 
travel will diminish space, our flights 
from High River to Edmonton will 
serve to illustrate. Flying Officer 
Dickens and myself left High River 
at 11:20 this morning, and as you can 
bear witness, arrived at Edmonton at 
1:35 p.m., representing two hours, 15 
minutes air travel, as compared with 
eight hours railroad travel necessary 
to traverse the same distance. Canada 
due to her great expanse of flat codn- 
try affording ample landing facilities 
on both land and water, her scattered 
population and great distances be¬ 
tween centres, provides an almost un¬ 
limited sphere for aviation. 

"We also enjoy in this country 
suitable climatic conditions for flying. 
Fog, which presents one of the great¬ 
est obstacles to flying in Eurojte, is 
very rarely encountered in this coun¬ 
try. During the past few' years, great 
advances have been made in the de¬ 
sign and operation of aircraft for 
transportation of passengers, freight 
and mail, but in a few years hence, 
we shall look back and consider the 
aircraft of today as antiquated, so 
rapid is the progress of aviation. The 
day is not far distant, when air trav¬ 
el in this country will be considered 
a necessary addition to other forms 
of transportation, possessing decided 
advantages where great distances and 
sparsely populated districts are con¬ 
cerned. Then will cities, possessing 
the foresight to preserve aerodrome 
sites now, reap the advantages which 
air travel alone can provide. A city 
without aerodrome facilities in the fu 
ture, may be compared to a city with¬ 
out railway facilities today. I am 
canfident that the energy and money 
expended by this city in laying the 
foundation of what will develop into 
the Edmonton air port of the future, 
will create a valuable municipal asset. 


WHEAT POOL NEWS Tenders for School House 


Waterloo bridge, built across the 
Thames 100 years ago, has been saved 
from destruction. The bridge will be 
modernized. 


In order to suggest improvements 
in the system of setting the standards 
for Grades 4, fi, 6, and feed wheat, the 
directors of the Wheat Pool met in 
conference with the Alberta members 
of the Grain Standards Board during 
the week. 

The Canadian Government is con¬ 
sidering the establishing of a pool 
sales system to dispose of silver fox 
pelts grown in the dominion. It is 
proposed to organize the Silver Fox 
Pool on the same general basis as the 
Canadian Wheat Pool. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool will build 
or acquire at least one hundred local 
elevators duping the present year. 
The cost of these will run over u mil¬ 
lion and a quarter dollars. At pres¬ 
ent the Pool owns and operates 42 ele¬ 
vators throughout Alberta. C. M. 
Hall is manager of the Pool elevators 
system. 

The Alberta Wheat -Pool is seeking 
to secure accuse on a Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment terminal elevator at Vancou¬ 
ver. Negotiations were halted by the. 
resignation of the Harbor Commis-j 
•"don \f_tliirPp»i't. Opposition has de- ! 
veloped to the’government leasing one j 
of its terminals to the Pool. Some 
Vancouver interests want the Pool to 
build its own terminal. This would j 
cost about two million dollars. 

W. J. Jackman, Alberta Wheat Pool! 
director, who has been in Argentine j 
studying conditions for the Canadian J 
Pool, has returned and presented his* 
report. The Canadian Pool, which j 
sells the wheat of the three provincial | 
Pools, is . perfecting an Information 
Bureau to furnish accurate and in- ] 
stant information on conditions affect i 
ing grain prices from all over the! 
world. Dependable information is of 
vital importance in selling the tre-; 
me'ndous bushelage handled' by the 1 
Pools.

Eight inches of snow fell in Van¬ 
couver bn January 12. 

’Hie creamery butter production in 
Alberta during 1926 was somewhat 
higher than that in 1925, the estimate 
for the past season being 20,760,000 
lbs., compared with 19,600,000 lbs., in 
1925. Owing to the fact that the price 
levels were somewhat lower than the 
previous year, however, the total val¬ 
ue of dairy products will show a de¬ 
crease. ^ 

Alberta harvested last fall the sec¬ 
ond largest wheat crop in its history. 
The estimate now made final by the 
provincial department of agriculture 
for the year 1926 crop is 113,120,000 
bushels, being an average yield 
throughout the province of DPi: bush¬ 
els per acre. The Peace River crop 
district had the largest crop in its his¬ 
tory, and averaged 20 bushels to the 
acre, with many fields averaging high 
as 30 and 40bushels.

A Raymond farmer, from 250 
White Leghorn pullets, is receiving a 
gross revenue of $250 a month, net¬ 
ting a sum of $244.34 for December 
when he sold eggs at 60c per dozen. 

Word comes from Washington that 
an authority on agricultural values 
says: “The value of crops ir 1925 was 
more then a billion dollars less than 
in 1924, and the value in 1926 is more 
than a billion less than in 1925,’’ says 
Brand. “One cannot expect an indus¬ 
try to lose between two and three bil¬ 
lion dollars and sustain its purchas¬ 
ing power.” 

An extraordinary financial tale of 
the manner in which Henry Ford ran 
a $28,000 investment into more than 
a billion dollars is involved in the gov¬ 
ernment's tax suit against nine orig¬ 
inal stockholders of the Ford com¬ 
pany, opening Tuesday. The govern¬ 
ment seeks to collect more than $30,- 
000,000 in alleged back taxes from the 
defendants, who sold out their hold¬ 
ings in the company to Ford in 1919. 
He contends an erroneous valuation 
was placed on the stock by the treas¬ 
ury department when the income tax 
law went into effect in 1913, and when 
the stock was sold to Ford six years 
later the government collected $20,- 
000,000 when the the amount should 
have totalled more than $50,000,000. 
The defendants represent those per¬ 
sons who pooled their resources 
with Ford to raise the $28,000, the 
only money ever invested in the Ford 
company. The principal defendant in 
the case is Senator James Couzens, 
who is alleged to owe $9,456,303 addi¬ 
tional. The estates of Horace E. and 
John E. Dodge are each alleged to owe 
$4,357,295 additional. « 

Alberta is particularly proud this 
year of the record made by exhibitors 
from this province at the Internation¬ 
al Shows. The outstanding triumph 
has been the capture of the world’s 
championship at Chicago in both 
wheat and oats by Mr. Herman Trelle 
whose farm is 750 miles north of the 
International boundary, in the famous 
Peace River country. This is the third 
time that Alberta has won the worlds 
championship in both wheat and oats. 
Alberta exhibitors if) seed grain took 
sixteen prizes in all at Chicago, includ 
ing the two championships and three 
first prizes. At Toronto Royal Show, 
Alberta livestock exhibitors captured 
forty-nine prizes, including two grand 
championships and five reserve cham¬ 
pionships. In poultry, at the Toronto 
Show, Alberta ,won fifty-six prizes 
witji only ninety-two birds showing. 
Almost unique record was established 
by Young and Sons, of DeWintoq. 
with a white leghorn which was 
awarded the championship both fori 
conformity to typo, and for production i 
This has not been done before in poul-1 
try history, and forever settles the 
controversy over the question as to I 
whether the two types, the show bird j 
and the productive bird, could be un¬ 
ited in one bird.

When a patient enters the General 
and Marine hospital for treatment the 
charge per diy is not as high as that 
of the hotil, and it includes three 
meals a day, the services of a nurse, 
and the very best care and attention. 
—Owen Sound Sun-Times. 

Every member of the Senate and 
House of Commons attending at a ses 
sion of parliament that extends over a 
period of 65 days or more receives a 
sessional allowance of $4,000 or more. 
A member is not entitled to this for 
any less than 50 days attendance, but 
the allowance for any less number of 
days is $25 for each day’s attendance. 
A deduction of $25 per day is made 
from the sessional allowance for ev¬ 
ery day beyond 15 on which that 
member does not attend a sitting of 
the house of tvhich he is a member if 
the house sits on such days. 

Local hotels have been notified of 
a ruling by the post office depart¬ 
ment that in order to facilitate the re¬ 
turn of keys inadvertently carried 
away by guests, it has been decided 
by the department that such keys, in 
future, will be accepted for mailing 
without prepayment of postage and to 
collect double payment at letter rate 
or delivery of the keys to the hotel. 
General satisfaction is felt among lo¬ 
cal hotelmep in respect to this ruling. 
A considerable amount of money is 
lost yearly by guests neglecting to re¬ 
turn keys to the office before depart¬ 
ure. 

The aim of the weekly newspaper 
is to give news of its own district..

An outstanding example of the man 
ner in which Alberta has kept in the 
forefront in progressive public health 
legislation comes as a result of a re¬ 
quest from the Canadian Medical As¬ 
sociation to the Alberta Government 
to establish institutions for the care 
of drug addicts. Alberta’s Minister of 
Health has pointed out that two years 
ago the Alberta Government passed 
the necessary amendments to the Men 
tal Diseases Act to make provisions 
forthe care of drug addicts at our 
mental institutions. A number of 
these addicts are npw being cared for 
at these institutions. The Canadian 
Medical Association has congratulat¬ 
ed Alberta on her progress in this 
matter. . 

Announcement is made by Hon. 
Geo. Hoadley, minister of public 
health, of the appointment of Dr. 
Malcolm Bow, of Regina, Sask., to the 
position of deputy minister of health 
for Alberta, filling the vacancy creat¬ 
ed by the death of Dr. Laid law. Dr. 
Bow will take over his duties at once. I 
He is u graduate of Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity and held the position of assist¬ 
ant pathologist and bacteriologist for 
the provincial laboratory at Regina, 
and since 1912 has been medical 
health officer for the city of Regina, 
and since 1920 has been superinten¬ 
dent of the general hospital there. Dr. 
Bow also holds the degree of doctor 
of public health from Toronto Univer¬ 
sity. He is about 40 years of age. His 
appointment has been made by the 
Alberta government after thorough j 
canvass of the Alberta possibilities. 
Dr. Bow Ijas spent most of his pro¬ 
fessional life in public health work 
and is thoroughly conversant with ac¬ 
tivities along this line. He comes 
highly recommended to the govern¬ 
ment with respect to his ability, tact 
and administrative capacity.
